art.™ Part of this credulity has its
origin In the Instinctive human fear of a
#niko and shrinking from its tonch, For
imﬁﬁ:ﬁm goes to show that the
snake-oharmers' Y'magic” is, even in ita
sost remarkable manifestutions, a very
simple matter. It ghiould he remembered
in tha first place that a very large class
of snnkes aro perfectly harmless,  They
seldom bite, and even when they do the
wound inflicted i# as innocent as one
mude by the milk teeth of n babe.

But there is unquestioned testimony to
ghiow that the shake-charmers of India
nnd Egypt and  othor Oriental couniries
do perform with serpents of the most
venomons olass.  Tn our own country,
too, wa have had the rattlesnake on ex-
hibition, perfectly tame, und obedient to
evary word and motion of its keeper,
The rattleanake. be it remembered, is
one of the grost deadly snnkes of the
world, being classed with the coral

usunlly described nsthe snakes “danciog"
to the music, The musician does not re-
main in one gpat but moves about rapidly,
thus ncealomting tha dancing movement
of tho reptile.  In" the meantime the
cliarmer’s nssistant advances eautionsly
and quickly from behlind, and, seizin;
the snnke by the tail, or by the back o
the head, thruste it inte a bag, and it is
taken away to have it teoth pulled and
bo put lemlgh uoourse of training as a
tame snnke,

In India these professional charmers
are employed to olear houses and gardans
of roptiles, A number of instances arg
given in books of Indian life whetein the
“eharmer” performance hos been found
to be pure imposture, being simply the
catching of tame snakes with which he
himself haud ‘'salted” the premises.  The
canght reptiles wers marked, and thus
recognized in different localities. DBut
notwithstunding theso onses of fraud,
there are a sufficient number of attested
enses to prove that the charmers do oap-
ture the untamed reptiles, and instances
wherein, like the Arb mentioned, the
performer has frankly exvoinined his

the case. 17 many persons would be
found unsble to describe a snnke's meth-
od of locomotion, a still larger number
would ba wholly st sen in defining its
mode of inflicting its deadly wound, or
“gting," a3 it iz usually called. A fow
persons may be found in Chicago to-day
who suppose that a snake’s “‘sting” is in
its tail.  This is the survival of a very
old belief, founded no doubt on the fact
that many snakes have tails terminating
in a pointed, horny spine.

A still larger class of persons believe
the snike's agdnt of mischisf to be his
forked tongue. For this mistaken idea
the poets and artists are largely respon-
sible, The references to the “‘venomed
tongue” of serpents in liternture are in-
numorable, and almost all pictures of
yenomons snilies portray them with open
mouth snd long, protruding tongue
thrust out like n pitchfork to wound any
ragh individual that may approach within
dts mange. ‘The snake, however, usually
stows qway its tongue in aclothed shenth
Eth. lower part of its month when it

stends it jaws, This organ is its hand,
its sense of tt;ucl;. and is gmrded from
every possible injury, era yon to
ich a snake glidizg through the grass
wonld see its thin, parted tongue
ding about an inchand a half from

v %slitln ita elosed lips and moving from

¢ to side with the utmost quickness,
f ‘every part of the way as the rep -
tile glided on. This tongue serves the
sime ose of protection to its owner
that her whiskers do to n cat, or its an-
tennie to an inseot. It is of sofi flesh,
‘tapering to two points as fine as hair, and,’
#ays o writer on ophiology, ‘‘no more
venomons than a lady's tongue, perhaps
even leds o "

The snake does not sting. Tt bites;
and this with a puir of very sharp teeth,
called Tangs. ese fangs are situated
at the front extremity of the upper jaw,
and fold back upon the jaw like a clasp.
knife. When the suake opens its mouth
widely to strike, the action lifts the testh
ina convenient position to bite with.
The fangs are hollow, and through them
i forced by the muscular aet of biting a
drop or two of the deadly poison which

s secreted by the salivary glands in the
back part of the jaw. Before snakes
waere used for the purposes of charmers
‘these fangs are removed, To be sure
they W ngain immedintely, as nature
pro much more carefully for the
preservation of the lower than the higher
species, and in thres woeks the reptile is
as dongerous ns cver, This renders
necessary a periodical remowal of the
fangs, which is not a difiicult operation,
as, holding the snake firmly by the lonse
gkin at the back of the head, the jaws
are forced open, and the venemous teeth
oan be extracted in an instant, with a
pair of pliers. It also muokes necessury n
taming of the reptile, so a5 1o make it
amenable to Its kéeper's voice and touch.
Bnnkes dre possessed of a very low grade
of intelligence, but they ean be tamed,
and when their instinotive fear of injury
from the presence of mun is removed,
they manifest no tendency to injure him;
for the disposition of n enake to bite is
ita instinet of self-preservation only, so
inherent that & viper just hatohed from
o, will resent o rode touch with u
snap of its amall jaws, The snske isa
most timid creature, too, and, unless
trodden upon or otherwise hurt or
frightened, will never attack man or other
I, but hurriedly escupes from their
nee.

In tropieal and newly-seitled countries
whore thoy abound they will often seek
the sbades of men, it is troe, but this ia
slways in search of food or warmth, or
perhaps from a curiosity to learn the
onture of these intruders upon their
hitherto lonely haunts. If unmolested,
they will depart without harming any-
one. Thiais proved by universal tesfi-
mony. But they are so timid that noise,
or any movement on the part of one near
them, i4 taken as & threatened wttuck,
and quick as hghining comes the defen-
sive Dlow of the deadly fangs.

An Amb who some twenty years ago
showed some remarkable feats of charm-
ing with the snakes in the zoological
garden in Londen, made a very frank

Why Eyes Shine,

Swan M. Burnett, M. D,, says in Popr-
lar Science Monthdy: Place a child F(be-
catise the pupila of children are large),
and by preference a blonde, at & distance
of ten or fifteen feot from a lamp which
is tho only source of light in a raom, and
cause it to look st some obisct in the di-
rection of the lump, turning the eye you
wish to lnok at siightly toward the nose.
Now, put your own eye close behind the
lamp-flame, with a card between it and
the flame, If you will then look oclose
by the edge of the flame covered by the
card into the eye of the child, you will
sce, instead of a perfectly blaek pupil, &
reddish-yellow circle. If theeye happens
tobe hypermetropic, you will be able to
gee the red reflex when your own eye is
at some distance to one side of the
flame,

This is the true explanation of the lu-
minous appearance of the eyes of some
animals when they are In comparative
obseurity. 1t is simply the light reflected
from the bottom of their eyes, which is
generally of a reddish tinge on avcount
of the red blood in the vascular layer of
Ahe choroid bach offthe semi-transparent
reting, and not light that is generated
there at all.  This reflection 8 most ap-
parent when the animal is in obseurity,
but the observer must be in the light,
and somewhat in the relative position
indicated in the above-described experi-
ment—that is, the eye of the observer
must be on the same line with the light
and the observed eye. The eyes of
nearly all animals are hypermetropic,
most of them very highly so, so that they
seénd out the rays of light which have
entergd them in a very diverging man-
ner,

Sir Richard Stecle was a porfect
specimen  of " the literary DBohemion,
Oliver Goldsmith was of the fair fruter-
nity, but Samuel Johnson, Alexander Pone
ond ey Joseph Addison, were decidedly
nof, They were literary, but had bt the
divine contempt for the morrow that
marks the Bobemian., Charles Lamb was
perhiaps not & Bohemian in the extreme
meaning of the word, but by all sympa-
thy he was justly so. Then we have
Alfred de Musset, Gerard de Nerval,
Privat d' Anglemont, Leopold Robert
and Gavarni; Steele, Ficlding, Thack-
eray and Ben Jonson—all, all were Bo
hemiang, So was Old Chaucer, also, and
Marlowe, Suckling, Herrick, Gay and
the divine Bhakspeare,

Of later day Bohemians, there are
those whose history would fill volumes
and whose names are legion. Poor,
dead and gone, Harry Clupp, in his day
wns the *‘king of Boheminns.” He
died in New York, when he was counted
among the foremost journalists of his
period. He¥ handled one of the most
sauey and fearless pens of any of the old
school of Bohemians that ueed to con-
gregute st Plaatl’s, on Droadway.
